In German Peace 


Story of How the Country Is Syste 
matically Pillaged for Ger- 
many’s Benefit 


A feliable informant who left 
Rumania early in July, 1918, has glv- 
ema very interesting description of 
the conditions which prevail in that 
country and also of the German ac- 
tivity, \.hich continues in spite of the 
fact that peace has been definitel: 
concluded,” writes Capt, Alfred ‘ 
Ozanne, 

At present the Germans are pillag- 
ing the country from one end to the 
other, It is no exaggeration to wy 
that everything in Rumania whic 
could be exported has been = scized 
and sent inté6 Germany. Even door 
handles and window catches, bells 
and kitclreh utensils have been taken 
away. R 

“But tliat is riot all) The Germans 
have cartied off all the linen and the 
civilians have been allowed to keep 
only. two sets of undérwear. A cer- 
tain number of people have, how- 
ever, been allowed to keep their be- 
longings by bribing the German offi- 
cials with a liberal gift of wine, All 
the timber @: Rumania has been tak- 
en away, whole forests have’ beeh cut 
down, and‘the “Germans have even 
raised the parquetfy ‘off the floors tn 
private dweHing houses., Each. Ger- 
man soldier js authorized to send to 
his people in Germany a 10 Ib, parcel 
of goods filched from the inhabitants 
every ‘week, and ‘even’: ‘the - higher 


grade officers declare that their fam-]. 


ies could..not exist without these 


j contributions. 


“The final blow has been given to 
the country. in three decrees which 
the king of Rumania wes compelled 
to sign. In virtue of the first de 
cree the “General Directorate of Im; 
ports,. Exports, .and Provisioning’ was 
created.. The powers of this director- 
ate extend over the whole economic 
life of the country, Fof instdnce, no 
one is able to import:or export mer- 
chandise without the consent of the 


directorate, which is thus able to 
close .the Rumanian market to the 
entente and direct all Rumanian pro- 


ducts toward thé central. empires. 
Che directorate has also the power to 
decide, .without any right of appcal, 
how the soil must be cultivated; it 
has the power to order the deporta- 
tion of the entire agricultural popu- 
lation. from one region to another; it 
can impose fines and even imprison- 
1 upon.a recalcitrant population; 
ally, the decree insures the 
xercise of these powers for a term 

10 years. The head of this direc-} 
te is a ‘creature’ of the Germans, | 
ie Dr, Antipa, who has been put on} 
he footing of 


a4 ministet of state. 
The second decree lays down that 
the whole of the rural population is 


pelled to work. This decree em- 
braces all males between the ages of 
14 and 60 and all females between 
the ages of 14 and 50, Each peasant 
is only able to attend to his owh land 
a certain number of days; the rest of 
his time must be devoted to the au- 
thorities, who ytlize the peasant as 
they wish at a ridiculous wage. The 
decree further enables the authorities 
to remove what agricultural machin- 
ery it sees fit to remove from any 
owrier and use it on other land, The 
general directorate is thus able to 
ruin whomsover it pleases.

Mud Homes in Mesopotamia 


“Desirable Residences” Shaped Like 
Bee Hives 

Mesopotamia, where we are fight- 
ing the Turks, boasts some very 
quaint dwelling houses. These “de- 
sirable residences” are made of mud, 
and are shaped like bee hives, whole 
villages and towers being built in this 
peculiar form of architecture. Some 
of the places which have been wrest- 
ed from the Turks by the hostile 
Arabs in the neighborhood of Mecca 
and Medina are constructed in this 
extraordinary fashion, 

As the country in these parts is 
destitute of trees from which to hew 
rafters, and also in some places de- 
void of stone, the natives build these 
quaint, domed habitations of sun- 
dried mud bricks. 

Each “home” consists of several 
of these hives standing near togeth- 


er, and surrounded by a wall of sim- 
ilar material to that of which the 
hives are built. One or more of 


these houses is used to live in, ac- 
cording to the accommodation re- 
quired;. another is used for the ani- 
mals, and still another serves for the 
granary. The rest are used for var-| 
ious other ptirposes, the number of| 
them varying in accordance with the 
means and possessions of the ore 
prictor.

Owing to the excessive rains this 
autumn, potatoes in some districts! 
have become infected with rot, and | 
many have bebn harvested under un- | 
favorable conditions, In many instan- | 
ces they lave been stored in cellars} 
before being properly dried, Potat-| 
oes showing any indication of vot} 
should not be stored with sound ones, 
This is especially true if there are ab- 
hormal conditions of moisture, as such 
conditions will cause a greater activ- 
ity of the furfgus and, eonsequently 
quicker rotting of the potatoes, 

Potatoes should be stored in as dry 
and cool a place as pessible without 
freezing. The drier they cay be kept 
the less rot will develop, 

This year, especially, potatoes 
should be carefully sorted within from 
three to four weeks after storing in 
the cellar, those showing any signs of 
developing rot being discardea, This 
will protect the remainder of the crop.

Recognition of the right of the 
Slavic-Latin states of Austria-Hun- 
gary to dispose of their own fate and 
a demand for the same seii-determin- 
ation for the German people in Aus- 
tria’ aPe contained in resolutions 
adopted. by the Socialist deputies of 
the Reichsrath, according to  des- 
patches received in Paris. The reso- 
lution follows: 

“Representatives of the working 
classes ‘of Austria recognize the right

The attorney general has fixed mid- 
night of October 5, 1918, as the time 
when the regulation establishing a 
one-half mile prohibited area around 
federal or state forts, camps, arsenals, 
aircraft stations, government or naval 
vessels, navy yards, factories or work- 
shops for the manufacture of muni- 
tions of war or any products for the 
use of the army or navy, shall become 
effective as to German alien females, 
This date is fixed by the attorney 
general under authority granted to 
him in the president's

The effect of the act of the attor- 
ney general in fixing this date is to 
make it unlawful for any German 
alien female 14 years of age and up-

marshal, Every woman or girl of 14 
years of age and upward who is a 
native, citizen, denizen, or subject of 
Germany and not actually naturalized 
as an American citizen is affected by 
this act and must obtain a permit to 
enter any prohibited area established 
by this regulation for any purpose, 
except as stated, when passing 


through such area on a public car- 
rier, Females coming within the 
foregoing definition, including the 


wives of citizens or subjects of Ger- 
many, must comply with the order of 
the attorney general 

Permits to.reside in or to enter the 
prohibited area must be 
from the United States marshal, Ap- 
plications for these permits may be 
made in the samie manner as applica- 
tions for similar permits have been 
made by German alien enemy males, 

The fact that the husband or fath- 
er of a German alicn female has ob- 
tained a permit or that she has reg- 
istered does not relieve her from the 
obligation of obtaining a permit, 

It is not intended by this order to 
disturb unnecessarily the residence or 
occupation of German alien females, 
Permits to continue ‘to reside or 
work within the prohibited area will 


be granted wherever this may be 
done consistently with the welfare 
and safety of the country and the 


successful prosecution of the war. 

Failure to comply with this regu- 
lation by refusing to leave the pro- 
hibited area or to procure a permit 
to remain may result in the arrest 
and detention of the person and the 
possible internment for the duration 
of the war,

Clovers Thrive in Alberta! 
Every Year Seed in Increasing Quan-| 


tities Is Being Produced 


White, alsike and sweet clovers 
gtow abundantly in the irrigated dis- 
tricts of Southern Alberta and in the 
central and northern parts of the 
rng without irrigation. The pro- 
ificacy with which white clover 
grows in Central Alberta is especially 
noticeable in the residential ney of 
Edmonton, where the clover has ov- 
ergrown the lawn grass on the bord- 
ers of the streets, giving them a car- 
pet of white throughout the summer. 
It spreads spontaneously and is per- 
fectly hardy. 

Alsike clover is a ve 
and is grown successfully in many 
parts of Alberta, with and without ir- 
rigation, both for hay and _ pasture, 
In Central Alberta it is peeey 
grown with timothy. South of Ed- 
monton a farmer has a field of alsike 
which was planted eight years ago, 
the growth of which was thicker this 
year than with the first crop. This 
crop has passed the experimental 
stage and every year seed in increas- 
ing quantities is being produced, 

Sweet clover was introduced into 
Alberta at a later date than the other 
two varicties mentioned, but it is be- 
ing grown quite as successfully, and 
becoming increasingly popular among 
dairy farmers,

Lens and Armentieres 


Wrecked by Four Years of Devas- 
tating War 


Lens, given up by the Germans, is 
the centre of the “black country” of 
France and the key to the coal fields. 
Before the war the great manufac- 
turing district of Northern France 
obtained its output of coal from the 
Lens country, as did also Paris. The 
output was about 5,000,000 tons. Lens 
is also a manufacturing centre, but 
four years in the proximity of a mod- 
ern war has almost utterly destroyed 
the city. 

Lens has been the scene of bitter 
fighting. In the fall of 1914, when 
Sir John French tried to outflank 
the Germans the enemy succeeded in 
taking up a line putting Lens _ be- 
hind him, Both in the spring and the 
fall of 1915 heavy attacks were made 
by French and British in this district, 
but, though local successes were 
gained, the line was not broken and 
the city remained in German posses- 
sion, In April, 1917, the Canadians 
took the Vimy Ridge, immediately to 


obtained |the south of the city, and were pres- 


sing in on it and “pinching” it when 
the corps was called north to the 
Passchendaele operations. 

The cvacuation of Lens by the 
Germans opens up again to the 
French the coal fields, though the 
enemy likely has done all in his 
power to wreck the machinery for 
working the mines before he left. 


Judging from reports reecived from 
the front, Lens has been deluged 
with gas from time to time, prob- 
ably for the past six weeks, 

Armentieres, also evacuated by the 
enemy, is a manufacturing city on 
the River Lys, about#half way be- 
tween Lens and Ypres. Four years 
of war also have wrecked this city. 
The British held Armentieres from 
the fall of 1914 until their retreat in 
this sector last spring.
